WELCOME 2022 
Renovations are underway for Town Hall 

South Bethany Town Hall located at 402 Evergreen Road, is in 
the process of collecting bids for renovations to Town Hall. The 
plan is to provide a new 151 square foot entrance lobby addition 
and a new 318 square foot Caucus and storage room addition to 
the existing building. A portion of the existing building will be 
renovated including the existing lobby and council chambers 
room in conjunction with the additions totaling approximately 
1250 square foot. The proposed project focuses on providing a 
more secure entrance  to the employee offices, an enlarged lobby 
area with public restroom (required by Code), and small all-
purpose meeting room and storage area that will be located off 
the Town Council meeting room.  
 
Town Manager Maureen Hartman has been working with the 
Department of Homeland Security to obtain grant monies that 
can be applied towards any security features. An allocation of 
$15,000.00 has already been guaranteed and an additional 
$25,000.00 is under review.  
 
Once final plans are completed, the plans will be posted on the 
Town’s website for review or property owners may call Town 
Hall to schedule an appointment to review the plans.  
 

South Bethany 2022 Election  - Cancelled 
The Town of South Bethany Election, which would have been 
scheduled for May 14, 2022, has been cancelled.  There are three 
seats open for Council Members for two-year terms and one seat 
for Mayor for a two-year term.  The seat for Mayor and three 
seats for Council members were filled by unopposed candidates. 
All were qualified by the Board of Elections.  The following are 
declared elected by the South Bethany Board of Elections: 
Mayor – Timothy Saxton 
Council Members – Derek Abbott, Randall Bartholomew, and 
Robert Biciocchi.  
The Town of South Bethany will swear in the four candidates at 

the Town Council Organizational Meeting to be held at a later 
date, which will be posted.

Walk Wisely, Bike Smart  
New signs and roadway stencils were recently installed on select 
streets to remind pedestrians to walk facing traffic and cyclists to 
ride with the flow of traffic. These graphics were recommended 
by the Committee and approved by Town Council in an effort to 
enhance safety by prompting walkers and bikers to travel on the 
correct side of the road.  
 

With the warmer weather arriving at last, 
more residents are walking and biking in 
town. While it’s fun to walk or bike with 
friends, please be courteous when travel-
ling in groups by not blocking the travel 
lanes. Be mindful that our roads are nar-
row with limited or no shoulders and you 
are sharing the road with vehicles. Drivers 
and walkers should both stay alert. 

 
And while we are on the subject of staying alert, consider ditch-
ing the ear buds when walking and definitely when cycling. (It is 

a violation of the law to cycle while using a 
phone, ear buds, or headphones.) Ear 
buds may be fine to use when walking on 
sidewalks (arguably!), but not when walk-
ing on the roadway. Keep your ears open. 
You might even find it enjoyable to hear 
the wind whispering through the pines or 
the joyful songs of our avian residents!    
 
 

Bike Smart Event this Summer 
Mark your calendars for the morning of Saturday, July 16th when 
the B&PSC and the South Bethany Police Department will host 
a Bike Smart event outside Town Hall. This family-friendly event 
will feature giveaways of bike safety gear, bike safety checks for 
kids, a raffle, and other fun stuff. Officers from the SBPD and 
members of the Bethany Beach Volunteer Fire Company will be 
on hand to greet attendees and share safety information. Look 
for more information in June and be sure to set the morning 
aside to pedal over to Town Hall and join the fun.      

A Message from the Mayor 
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Comcast has started building out their infra-
structure to provide cable and internet ser-
vices to South Bethany. This is a significant 
undertaking, and you will observe much activ-
ity by Comcast across all of town. While the 
project has had some delays, Comcast contin-
ues to indicate that service will begin here in 
South Bethany on a rolling basis in 2022.  
 
The Town continues to improve beach access 
by constructing wooden walkways from the 
Street to the toe of the dune.  In the spring of 
2021, we announced that Town Council had 
approved the completion of the remaining 
crossovers by the start of the 2022 summer 
season.  I am pleased to announce through 
the efforts of our Town Manager, the Town 
has provided wooden walkways at all Town-
owned crossovers to the beach.  Between the 
work of our Town Council and Town Staff 
we were able to fund and accelerate comple-
tion of this project by 2 years!  
 
Many positive items occurred over the winter.  
Financially, the Town remained in solid posi-

tion with the potential of a FY 2022 surplus.  
Town Council approved the FY 2023 bal-
anced operational budget with no tax increase 
and a capital improvement plan was approved 
priorities set for the next 10 years.  The FY 
2023 capital budget included funds for infra-
structure projects such as street maintenance 
as necessary throughout Town and improve-
ments to Town Hall. Routine repairs to 3 
bulkhead ends were delayed in FY 2022 due 
to a backlog our contractors experienced in 
bulkhead repairs. These repairs will be done 
in the near future. 
 
The Town Council and Town Manager con-
tinue to make progress for making improve-
ments to Town Hall.  Architectural plans 
have been completed and the project is cur-
rently in the bid process.  The Town plans to 
utilize a combination of grants and reserve 
funds to complete this project.   We will keep 
you informed as we move along with this 
project. 

 
We look forward to another great summer 
season here in the Quite Resorts and South 
Bethany. 

After a nice fall and 
relatively uneventful 
winter, spring is slowly 
coming to South Betha-
ny.  The Town staff is 
currently working to 
prepare for the summer 
season which will be 

upon us soon.  The work may be seen 
throughout town with new and existing beds 
being spruced up with new plantings. 
 
This past winter we had one very significant 
coastal snowstorm.  Due to the weight of the 
snow, there was significant numbers of 
branches that fell throughout Town.  Our 
Public Works Department did a superb job 
in keeping the streets cleared during the 
storm and clean up after the storm. Thank-
fully though we had another winter without a 
significant nor’easter leaving our beach in 
excellent shape for the upcoming summer.  
We look forward to a beautiful beach once 
again this year.

MEET OUR WILD NEIGHBORS...FROM AFAR  
The Marine Education, Research & 
Rehabilitation Institute, Inc (MERR) 
would like to remind beachgoers and 
boaters that seals are once again visit-
ing our beaches. Delaware experiences 
four different species of seals that visit 
our waterways during the winter and spring months, and can of-
ten be seen resting and sunning themselves on our beach. It is 
quite normal for seals to rest on our beaches. If you sight a seal, 
please keep a minimum distance of 150-300 feet from the animal, 
and keep dogs on a leash. Do not approach, or attempt to feed or 
interact with the animal. This action will only cause undue stress 
to the seal and may force the seal to go back into the water while 
already exhausted. Seals are wild animals and can bite if they feel 
threatened. They can also transmit disease though direct contact. 
Please keep your distance  (and your pet) and report any sightings 
to MERR’s 24 hour hotline (302) 228-5029. MERR specialist and 
volunteers will evaluate the seal for any signs of injury or illness, 
or in case of a exhausted seal, set up a watch to help the seal rest 
undisturbed.

SHELLFISH HATCHERY PANEL DISCUSSION

With many new construction projects in town, and many new residents 

coming to South Bethany, we wanted to remind everyone what is need-

ed to begin your new project in South Bethany.  All major projects, 

whether it is a new home build, a renovation, or replacing your deck, 

will require a building permit from Sussex County as well as South 

Bethany.  Smaller projects, such as putting up a fence, replacing your 

HVAC, or replacing your roof shingles with new shingles, will only 

require a South Bethany Building Permit. Please be aware that, here in 

South Bethany, we are in a unique ecosystem, that comes with special 

rules and regulations for building.  If you have questions or concerns 

about your project, please see the Building Inspector before beginning 

the work.  Please make sure any contractor hired also has their South 

Bethany Mercantile License, as this will prevent further complications 

with your project. Also, as a reminder, trash cans and recycle carts not 

in a curbside bin, must be rolled out for trash pickup, and rolled back to 

the house after pickup that day.  Any questions about Building Permits 

and Mercantile Licenses can be directed to our Code Enforcement Of-

ficer, Joe Hinks, at South Bethany Town Hall.

Non-Rental/Rental License are due 
No property owner shall advertise to lease or rent without obtain-
ing a valid annual rental license. The fee is $200.00 for residential 
or commercial rental property. The property owner certifies that 
all prior rental tax forms have been filed; all rental tax and penal-
ties due have been paid in full; and all information provided, and 
statements made are true and accurate. Rental taxes are due and 
payable to the Town no later than Oct. 31, 2022 and shall cover 
the prior period of Oct. 1 to Sept. 30.  Rental Tax is 8% of total 
gross receipts collected for each rental property.
